I have never eaten the famous canvas 
back from the Chesapeake or eastern shore, but If It excels the 
young Suininer-duck it deserves all the praise epicures have 
given It. 

My stay with Or. Alexander and family, at Henderson, was de 
ligbtful, and I leave them with many regrets. I can wish no 
sportsman better fortune than to l)e so pleasantly entertained. 

To-morrow I go to Hopkinsville, where I hope to meet that 
prince of sportsmen. Dr. Jas. F. Rodman, who was Invited to 
join us III above hunt and was only prevented by some unac¬ 
countable miss in the malls, delivering his Invitation too late. 

Quail shooting In our state was never more promising. But 
more of this later from Favbttb. 


At 3 p. M. we again started for the ponds, and, fortunutaly for 
me, a pleasant acquaintance of a former hunt, Mr. Marlon l)un-< 
can, who had joined us at dinner, went with me, having brouglil 
along for my use his duck dog Bang, of the Chesapeake breed, 
(being by .Milo, formerly owned by Mr. Paul Marrs, of HOndeN 
son). He retrieved In line style all the ducks I killed la tbe 
afternoon. 

The shooting was commenced by the Messrs. Barrett, at Big 
Swan Pond about 3:30, and soon the ducks were flying on Open 
Pond, and a lively skirmish Ore commenced. Increasing towards 
sunset Often a flock, entering at one end of the pond, would 
start “down the line,” receive a salute from eight guns, depleting 
their numbers, some of the best shots "trying for a double,” 
and getting them, too, ere they are out of reach. But all such 
pleasant days too soon have an end, and the order of “cease fir¬ 
ing” at sunset was reluctantly obeyed, and all returning to camp 
a second count of ducks was had—a total of 163, and enough re¬ 
ported killed, but not bagged for want of dogs, to swell the num¬ 
ber over 300.

EoiTou Chicago FiBLti:—Again It Is a pleasant privilege to 
write you of a successful day’s shouting at this point. Leaving 
home on Wednesday, June 17, I arrived here next evening on 
board the good steamboat Grey Eagle. Was met at the wharf 
iHiat by the genial gentleman and sportsman, Dr. J. B. Alexan¬ 
der, who took mo direct to his residence where I was warmly 
welcomeil hy his family. 

On Friday morning at the Doctor’s ofllce a number of the 
sportsmen met, where, discussing a duck hunt, time, and mode 
of going, it was soon decided we should go on Monday following, 
engaging the ferryboat Lenora to take us near he ponds, ten 
miles down the river.

Clark, with Dr. Alexander, arranging mo.st of the 
preliminaries. It woe agreed we should start at 3-..30 A. M., all 
promising to be ready If they could wake up. Little trouble 
was experienced In this way as an alarm of 
Are was given at 1 ;30 a. m., which woke all of 
our party. 

Promptly at 3:30 we were off, having a de¬ 
lightful ride, a pleasant change from the /

In an hour and a quarter we were 
landed ten miles below the city and near the 
ponds. Getting all the necessaries into an 
express wagon, orders to mount were given 
and we were off to the ponds, about a mile 
distant. Soon reaching them we pitched camp 
on Slim Pond, and a merry party were we, 
there being among our number doctors, farm¬ 
ers, tobacconists, salesmen, railroad agent 
and the high sheriff of the county. And, by

bers of the J. C. Heights Gun Club being 
aware that individual members of clubs were 
not able to enforce and amend the game laws 
of the state of New Jersey, and beingdesirous 
of promoting a generous emulation among 
sportsmen of the state, extended Invitations 
to the different organized clubs of New Jer¬ 
sey to send three delegates to the Clarendon 
Hotel, Newark, on August 8, at 1:30 p. m.

Trout in Northern Pa. anf) Southern N. Y.—More Uout 
have been caught this seasou In Uic northern Vcnnaylvan a region 
than In any previous season for tificen years. The number cate 
tured Is no more remarkable than the large size of the fish. Any 
vear during the period mentioned a pound trout coming from any 
ifthestremus hereabout would have been almost a nine days 
wonder. In the past ten days hundreds above that weight have 
been taken. It Is estimated that not less than 10,000 trout have 
been caught In the Dyte'rry creek alone this season. The Lacka- 
waxen and Its branches have yielded almost as ma^ more, while 
the smeller creeks have astonished everybody. The unusually 
good Itshlng is doubtless duo to the mild Winter and the 
leiiee of rains that have supplied the creeks with water, and kept 

them In proper condition just at the time 

leaving the rivers and ponds for the brooks. Too high or too 
low water is apt to be the rule lu the streams In this vicinity In 
the early season. The creeks are now in most excellcut condi¬ 
tion, and the Dyberry and Lakawaxen are oticriug princely sport j 

Reports from the bordering counties of Pike, Monroe, and Lu- 
sernerin this state, and Delaware and Sullivan In New York, are 
’to the same effect. Trout are being captured by the thousand. 
Pike county has turned out some two and a half jmunders. A 
three-pouiidcr was captured on Friday last In Huntington lake, 
Sullivan county. One of the same weight was taken at the mouth 
of the Wlllowemoc, In the Beaverklll region, last week. This 
creek furnished the live and a half pound trout that was so long 
in Barnum’s old museum In New York. The trout caught last 
week Is the largest uken from the stream since the capture of 

tlie above named. . , 

The Beaverklll region Is forbidden to the public generally this 
season. A party of gentlemen have purchased nearly all of the 
beet lishlng, and are preserving the grounds. Invited pests and 
the guests of lioardlng houses controlling small portions of the 
region are alone permitted to cast the fly In this angler’s para- 
dise. 

Great success has attended fishing at night with light files In 
Pike county this season. The largest trout yet taken was cap¬

Struck bt a Sworu Fish.—T he look-out of the Bounding S 
Billow, a Gloucester mackerel schooner, lylng-to about twenty 
mtlcB off the llglitsbip, early on Sunday morning sighted two g 
black object*, seemingly drifting logs, close upon the weather j 
bow. These objects drifted nearer, and then the look-out saw , 
that they were monster swordfish, far out of their latitude. They g 
were basking motionless In the sun. A boat was lowered and ( 
was soon within a few lengths of the swordfish. The harptmner , 
hurled his harpoon with unerring aim at the smaller swordfish. ( 
The keen steel sank deep Into Its body. With one slap of Its | 
tall, which Is much like a ibrcc-bladed propeller, the swordfish , 
darted away leaving a wake of foam. The harpooner s line 
whlzEcd ont from the boat until thirty-five fathoms had gone. , 
Then there was a sudden stop. Some of the crew began to con- | 
gratulate themselves on the death of the swordfish, but the har- ^ 
pooner cried out; “Look out, he's coming I" . I 

The swonlfish darted toward the bow of the boat direct. The , 
crew backed water, but unavallingly. The sword of the fish ^ 
pierced the thick oaken planking of the boat as though It was t s- 
Bue paper, and the boat careened until water poured in. The 
harpooner escaped by jumping backward. With a hatchet he 
chopped off the part of the sword protruding through the side, 
and then he hacked the fish until It died. . , 

This (lurry, strangely enough, had not disturbed the other 
swordfish. The harpooner sent a harpoon well home just behind 
Its head, and after darting about and churning the water Into a 
great expanse of foam, it died. . „ . 

The swordfish were sold to John B. Lynch, of Fulton Market. 
According to his measurement the larger swordfish measured 
from the tip of the sword to the extremity of the tail nearly 
seventeen feet, the sword constituting one-fourth of this length. 
Its weight was 355 pounds. The smaller swordfish was only B 
few Incbe.F shorter aod a few pounds lighter. 

An emplove of Mr. Lynch said that the presence of the sword¬ 
fish near the' entrance to our bay la probably an Indication that 
whales are not far away, for the swordfish Is the natural foe of 
the whale, and la probably the only fish that the whale dreads. In 
a duel between a whale and a swordfish, the result Is almost 
always a foregone conclusion In favor of the latter. N. i. Sun.

W hile 
there we caught several fine quiunat salmon with a bait of saltca 
aalmon roe. Old fishermen there prefer fresh roe to all other 
halts. The fish do not feed In the McCloud, and It seems strange 
that they should snap at anything, but the rich, golden roe Is 
perhaps the fate) apple which lures them from their aquarlal gar¬ 
den. Fishermen say the roe look so pretty and tempting that 
the salmon cannot help blMng at It. Mr. Redding says that they 
will take a fly. We tried nothing but the roe, and with good 
success. A California salmon when caught Is game enough to 
satisfy the most srobltlous. I have seen a twenty pounder fight an 
hoar and a half with the Issue extremely doubtful until the land¬ 
ing net finally closed the struggle.

-There arc statements of the common European carp having 
been Introduded Into eastern rivers, the Hudson among others, 
but we have never seen the fish. What Is called carp there la an 
uncolored gold fish. The carp, Cyprinue earpio, has “beards” or 
barbels on its lower jaw, which the gold fish, Caraeeine auratue., 
has not. The gold fish was formerly In the genus cyprinue, but 
that genus has been divided Into those with barbels and those 
without, the former retaining the generic name, and the latter 
forming the new genus caraeeiw, which Is defined as a crucian 
carp. Hence, having never seen In the Hudson a bearded carp, 
we Incline to think It an error, and that another of the carp fam¬ 
ily was Introduced, i.the uncolorcd gold fish. 

—Another “nondescript” captured at Squan Beach, N. J. 1 At 
first It was supposed to he a whale, but on sticking a harpoon In 
it the head looked like a turtle’s. It was killed and brought on 
shore and weighed about 1,000 pounds. The acconnto say; It 
cannot be a turtle for It has no shell and Us back la covered with 
lidges running fore and oft.” That settles It, It Is the great 
leather turtle, Sphnrgis coriacea. They are great wanderers and 
are getting quite frequent upon our coast of late years. ‘ Nonde¬ 
scripts” are common to the newspaper reporter, and he uaes the 
term for everything which he does not happen to know, and It le 
safe to say that of all the wonderful animals reported from time 
to time as seen In different parts, that their counterparts will be 
found In our museums of natural history, and that most of the 
new species recorded by scientlste so closely resemble some other 
form 08 to have escaped detection by the unprofessional eye.

The English Pointer of 1808 and 1804.

We Win notice In this number that "Veteran’’ does not advo¬ 
cate retrieving on the part of the pointer, on the gpronnd that the 
accompllahment soon drifts Into adetriment, and the dog becomes 
bard mouthed and apt to mangle bis birds. He makes no men¬ 
tion that letrierlng I* conduclTe to bresking shot on the part of 
the dog— a fact more apparent to the wtVid alnce the iDlrodne- 


tlon of the breech-loading field gun; lor In the days of muEzIe- 
loadera more attention waa paid to steadiness until the gun was 
re-loaded (which took some little time), and no movement to- 
warde the dead game waa allowed until this was completed. Now 
the piece Is hastily recharged with shells and a suflficlent period 
Is not given to Impress the dog to remain for the order, and al¬ 
though unaware of It the sportsman is by habit teaching hla set¬ 
ter or pointer an unsteadiness which cannot be overcome uiileas 
retrieving la entirely done away with. This cannot but be noticed 
by the obaervant lover ol field sports, and It has been directly, 
yet unavoidably, brought about alnce the Invention of the Im¬ 
proved arm. 

“Some there ore who consider It a qualification In a pointer to 
bring the game to foot when killed, and those who wlah It will 
find It easy of atulnmcnt, by teachlug them to fetch and carry 
before they are at all accustomed to the field. It le a mode of 
being employed they are much delighted with and never forget, 
but It Is attended with the chance of one luconvcnicnce annexed 
to the experiment; If they become hard-mouthed and take to 
breaking both flesh and feather It is a fault, or rathcrcrime.which 
generally becomes Incorrigible and Is hardly ever obliterated 
without Incessant trouble and much distressing severity. This 
circumstance so naturally likely to occur, it Is the more neceeeary 
to bring to memory, because punishment Is at all tlmea unpleas¬ 
ant to the humane and liberal minded sportsman, who will coin 
clde with the writer In opinion that prudent prevention Is prefer¬ 
able to the uncertolnly of cure, and that a slight and salutary 
correction to-day may sometlmea render unnecessary the doubly 
and trebly enhanced deserts of to-morrow. 

However Infinite the servlceaof the canine species are admitted, 
and however refined the sensations of their advocates may be lu 
respect to the punishment they are destined to receive. It most be 
brought to recollection, that trilling corrections cannot be dis¬ 
pensed with, as they are the necessary and unavoidable antidotes 
to evils of s more formidable extent. If we for a moment advert 
to the speclea In their original eUte we shall recall to memory 
that they are by nature wild and disposed to depredation, and un- 
lesa preserved In the state of subjection, to which they have been 
reduced, might Individually Incline to riot, mischief and con- 
fu8lon. 

The most moderate and least attentive observers are not with- 
out proof of their tendency In puppyhood to an atteck upon 
sheep, pigs and poultry, which frequeiiUy prove so destructive 
to the property of neighbors, and so vexatious to the owners, that 
agitating as such punishment may be to the feelings of those con- 
wrned. It must be Inflicted occasionally with an exemplary aever- 
Ity, upon the Justly admitted principle that “of two evils we 
oughtto choose the least,” and It la only by due subordination In 
the earliest stages of Initiation that future observance and obedi¬ 
ence la to be obtained. 

Young dogs, from high blood and eager impetuosity, are In¬ 
clined to a rapidity, that frequently Irritates the feelings and Is 
productive of agitating passions, which destroy the coolness and 
severity so evidently necessary to the successful execution of the 
gunner In the field. They become Impatient In their point, rush 
In spring birds and chase them In their tllgtit; these are faults 
of’the worst description, and If not completely eradicated lu the 
first two or three weeks of embarkation are seldom overcome at 
all. In correction so palpably Indlepenalble, moderation should 
maintain Its prepondcratlon In opposition to the effect of passion, 
sometimes too readily and violently excited by the mortifying 
r disappointments which (after an infinity of fatigue) so often 
r ensue; words of reproach and gentle punishment are prudently 
preferable to aevere and Indignant kicks, blows with the butt of 
the gun, or unmerciful beatings; a succession of such treatment 
. being more likely to keep him obstinately at a distance (when a 
[ fault haa been committed) than Induce him to approach reproof, 

, knowing he has to encounter.” 

! “Veteran,” as It will be seen, is an advocate of mild treatment 
In trataing, yet he favors firmness with the dog. How difficult 
\ It le to find a sportsman, however, who can control bis temper 
after being continually dlsappoln ed and disobeyed; the fault 
! lies In defective early training, and In taking a young animal 
Into the field before he Is under control. Again, a dog may be 
“over broken” before be Is allowed work on birds, and fearful of 
S' doing that which he may be flogged for, sulks and keeps at the 
'’ heel of his master. It requires a good judgment of dog nature 
^ to become even a paasable breaker, notwithstanding all the works 
published on the subject 

Pointers though adequate to different degrees of sporting 
destination are principally appropriated to the purpose of part- 
® ridge, grouse, and snipe shooting, aa the particular kinds of 
''' sport where their merits become more strikingly conspicuous, and 
“ can be more pleasingly enjoyed than Is pheasant or cock shoot- 
*’ lug, when the most enlivening spirit of the pursuit Is buried in 
‘‘ the obscurity of the remote and wooded situation. Partridge 
ebootlng, to a contemplative mind and ruminative diepoaltloD, 

A must be admitted of a much more gratifying dlscrlptlon; for the 
n objects of pursuit being found chiefly In the open country, every 
n minute part of the sport la distinctly seen and proporUonately 
^t enjoyed. 

■k In partridge shooting pointers only are brought Into the field, 

It it least with those who rank aa sportsmen, and hold the appella- 

•1 tlon In too much respect to degrade Its distinction; and It Is never 
e- pursued with greater consistency, enjoyed with more unsullied 
te satisfaction to the parties, or crowned with brighter rays of suc- 
l8 cess, than when too many guns or too many dogs are not seen In 
ta the field at the same time. Any number beyond two of the foi- 
t>e mer, with a brace and half or two brace of the latter In one com- 
li« pany, evidently denote much more of a poaching rapacity and an 
Inadvertent or unintentional annihilation of game, than of sport¬ 
ing equity and gentleman-llke forbearance. 

The modern Introduction and fashionable use of double-bar¬ 
reled guns, partake a little too powerfully of the same Impres¬ 
sion, being most Inhumanly and admirably calculated to pro¬ 
mote that very acarclty of game these tender-hearted profeaaora 
(of self denial) are always the first to complain of.” 

What would Veteran say now were he living In the days of Im¬ 
proved breech-loading arms, and beheld the Nlchola & Lefever or 
the Winchester perfected pleceel We fancy his hands lifted In 
holy horror; and here It will be In keeping to state that In the 
past three or four years such an Impulse has been given to field 
sports by journals devoted to the subject, and the number of 
sportsmen so Increased, miUu Spring and Summer ehooting of all 
deicription U entirely done amy by law, and perfect protection In 
close season le strenuously advocated, It will not be long before our 
guns might Just as well be laid aside, and our settern or polutora 
kept aa ornaments only.

The Reed Bird.—(Bollchonyx Oryzlvoms.) 

BT RECAJPER. 

This bird, so well known to Eastern sportsmen, ant! to epicures 
generally; Dr. Couea tells us “Is found throughout eastern North 
America, north to the Saskatchewan (latitude 40 °), west to the 
Rocky mountains and somewhat beyond, south to Bolivia, La 
Plata, etc. Breeds from the Middle States sod Kansas north¬ 
ward.” Scarce any bird in Its season—not even excepting the 
royal woodcock—Is more sought after for the table than this de- 
licous little bird. On the marshes bordering the Delaware thou¬ 
sands of these birds are shot during the Autumn months, as also 
on the Hackensac, the Raritan and the Passaic marshes. Many 
of them are—like the rails—shot from boats at high tide, and 
hundreds of them that from not being clean killed, and escaping 
at the time, fall a prey to the eels, water snakes and to the differ¬ 
ent species of hawk which are on the watch for them at such times. 
Bo fat do the reed birds become from feeding on the seeds of the 
water oats, that the skiii has been known to burst when in falling 
the bird strikes the hard ground. On the meadows adjoining 
the Delaware, by far the greater number of these birds are killed 
by walking or wading after them In the sloughs and reed patches 
frequented by them. Although after being much shot at they 
become quite wild, they will allow of a near approach at the first 
of the season, and when a small party of them are observed feed¬ 
ing In one particular spot, they can be “nursed” as It Is called, 
by a skillful hand till they will bunch well together on one or two 
particular reed stalks, several can be killed at one shot. Of 
course there Is no clement of true sport in this mode of killing 
them, but It Is the plan most often adopted by those who are but 
indifferent shots, or by those who shoot wholly for the markets. 

The only approach to true sport that can be bad In the killing 
of this bird is to wander about over their feeding grounds with 
a light gun, loaded with No. 10 or No. 12 shot and pick off the 
single birds that may offer reasonably fair Bylng shots. Though 
they do not pitch and dodge about like our friend the snipe, they 
are a much smaller mark to cover, and they can, when they 
choose, fly fast. Shooting them In this way Is good practice for 
the wingsbot, beating glass balls “all hollow.” 

It is desirable that the shooter should be accompanied by a 
thoroughly persevering retriever of some sort, either setter, 
pointer or spaniel, for If be depends entirely upon himself to 
bog bis dead birds be will—unless ho Is an old hand at It—lose 
many of his birds, even under the most favorable circumstancos. 
So closely does their plumage resemble the color of the ripened 
reed stalks, and so bard Is It to mark out the Identical spot on 
which the bird falls, from tbo fact that the whole stretch of 
marsh Is one wide, waving expanseof reeds, each looking like Its 
fellow, that the novice In this sort of shooting will without the 
assistance of a good retriever, lose at least half bis dead birds; and 
of the cripples, he will not b^ one In a hundred. I know not if 
It will go any way toward making the reed bird to be lookerl 
upon as true game, but It is a fact, that they give out a scent 
that setters and pointers are quick to notice; and I have often 
had my own do^ to make dead points at single reed birds which 


happened to allow the dogs to approach them before taking 
wing; and on my observing the point, expecting to hear the 
wished for “scaipe, scaipe” of a snipe, or the “flip, flip, flap,” of 
a woodcock; up would go one of these lively little fellows utter¬ 
ing bis clear “chink, chink” as ho hurried away to some safer 
neighborhood. Although the main body of these birds leave us 
soon after the first hard frosts, small parties of them occasion¬ 
ally remain till late In November; and In one or two Instances I 
have seen them a month later. Whether these were birds that 
had been slightly wounded, or whether they were broods that 
had been later hatched, I can not say positively, but I am In¬ 
clined to think that the latter of the two reasons above 
given, the cripples are uotllkely to have survived their numerous 
foes. During the earlier part of September before the reeds 
have ripened on the marshes, they are to be found on the wheat 
and rye stubbles feeding on the seeds of what Is popularly known 
as the “ragweed;” and they at times resort to the corn fields to 
feed. 

Should the reeds on the marshes of any one river not come to 
maturity, or be destroyed by freshets, the birds leave speedily 
for better quarters, for they are great gluttons, and are never 
satisfied without plenty of feed. I am told that on the rice 
plantations of the Southern States, they become so fat as to be 
hardly able to fly at all. Of course, I do not vouch for the truth 
of this statement, but I see no reason why It should not be true; 
and particularly, when we take Into consideration how fat they 
become with us, on far less nutritious food than Is to be found 
South. One of the curious things about this bird, is Its change 
In appearance between the breeding and the shooting season. 
The male bird, on whom this change takes place—the hens 
keeping pretty much the same appearance throughout the year— 
has during the breeding season, a sweet, liquid and varied song; 
but about the first of August, when the moult takes place, he 
assumes the plain garb so nearly approaching that of the hen, and 
loses bis song, and from then on till the following Spring, he 
makes no other efforts for musical effect than the well known 
though not unmusical “chink, chink, chink.” For the rest, it 
may be truly said, that—In the strictest accepUtlon of the term— 
the reed bird Is not a true game bird, nor Is the shooting of him 
true sport; and were It not for the quality of his llesh—aud a most 
unfortunate quality for him, it is too—no one would everthink of 
molesting him. In size ho is not more than one-quarter as large 
as a well grown snipe; and the man who eats him must not think 
of picking his bones, but eat bones and meat together. Truly, 
he la but a rnlte, but then, like many other good things In life, 
we perhaps appreciate him all the better because of bis diminu- 
tlvenesB, and the man who—coming In tired and hungry—cannot 
make a hearty meal on good coffee, fresh bread, aud with fat 
reed birds well cooked and served up on toast, must be hard In¬ 
deed to suit. Ferbaps he may have never before eaten of the 
bird, but my word for It, after one trial of the meat ho will never 
again refuse to partake of It, and ever after the mention of reefl 
birds on toast will cause Ills mouth to water, and a pleasant and 
thoughtfully retrospective smile to suffuse his face. 

The Arctic Rouse or Snow Rouse, (Anser Uyperboreus.) 

BY nOMO. 

The snow goose or Arctic goose {A’ucr hyperborena) is plenti¬ 
fully distributed throughout the greater portion of the United 
States, but of late years Its principal range is In the West and 
Southwest, from Texas northward. Audubon saw it in great 
numbers In the Gulf of Mexico, aud in Its gray plumage on the 
lower Mississippi. In the neighborhood of Hudson’s Bay It is 
found in moderate quantities, but far less plentiful than formerly. 
Until the snow goose reaches the age of-two years (some writers 
say three) Its plumage is an ashy-gray or sooty-white, and there 
Is no doubt but that it breeds while in this coat. 

During the Autumn of 1877 In advance of the extreme cold 
Winter we experienced, great flocks of the snow goose appeared 
on Delaware Bay near Bombay Hook the professional gunners 
not molesting them, believing them to be unlit for food, and they 
were looked upon as a rare and strange bird. 

In the Westltls frequently calledthewhltebrantandsometlmes 
confounded with the young of the white-fronted goose. While 
shooting six miles from Valparaiso, Ind., in the Fall of 1877, the 
writer killed three specimens of this bird, an adult male and two 
young females. My drawing has been taken from the finest one, 
which I have had mounted by .Mr. .lohn Krlder. Your corres¬ 
pondent, Mr.W. H. Ilollablrd, may remcmember the occasion when 
I was In company with Mr. Willard Stanton, when my fortunate 
double shot at these birds was made, killing a pair as they flew 
over me with my No. 13 gun loaded for snipe with three aud a 
half drachms of powder and an ounce and a quarter of No. 9 
Sparks’shot; the third goose being followed and secured after¬ 
wards. 

The Arctic goose In Its young state Is capital eating, equal. If 
not superior, to either the Canada goose or brant of the Eoatern 
tea coaeta. 'They are extremely shy and arc seldom seen by the 
fowl shooters of New Jersey, their visits to Barnegat aud Tucker- 
ton Bays being few and far between. 

The description of the snow goose is as follows: bill carmine 
red. Iris light-brown, feet dull lake,claws brown, genoral color pure 
white, head and neck sometimes tinged with yellow-red, (espe¬ 
cially on the adult males,) primaries brown-black, entirely black 
toward the end. Length to end of tail 26 Inches, to end of claws, 
25; extent of wings, 55; bill, along ridge, 2^; weight, 3^ lbs. 
My specimen was an exceedingly large one. I should think an 
average weight would be three pouu(U.

Editok Chicaoo Field :-8ome lime ago, in accordance with 
vour request, I begun a series of tests lu order to determine the 
relative merlw of the U. M. C. aud St. Louis conical base paiwr 
shells and U. .M. C. metal sheila, together with the eomp.iralive 
difference between HuxArd's electric aud ducking Nos. 4, Orleii 
tal diamond grain, and Falcon ducking Nos. 3, and Ainericai 
dcodshol FG powder. After a tedious work, I have the pleasure 
of presenting the results to the readers of the UliiCAOO Field. 

The Haxard Powder Co., at New York; Mr. C. J. Uhapln, Gen¬ 
eral Agent of the Oriental Powder Co., at. Louis; and Messrs. 
Folsom Bros., Agents American Powder (to.. New Orleans, sup¬ 
plied the powder. Mr. A. C. Hobbs, of the 1-- M. ’“ 
Secretary ^ the 8t. Louis Co. furnished the shells; and Mr. Thos. 
W. Sparks, of the Philadelphia Shot Tower, the chilled shot for 
my experiments. To these gentlemen 1 return my best thanks 
(or th^ courtesy. To anticipate an Inquiry, I will say I con 
fined mv trials to chilled shot because 1 supposed that the supc 
rlorty of the chilled shot is so well established that suy test of 
Boft shot (or publication would be uselese. If any one has linger¬ 
ing doubts of the absolute superiority of chilled shot (or al pur¬ 
poses, let him dismiss them. Hereafter soft shot must teke its 

^ace In the category with muzzle-loadera-very good when one 

Mnnot get chilled shot; just so the old mnzile-loader Is good 
when no breech-loader is at baud. 

Shells were all loaded with two black edge Eley wads, on pow¬ 
der, and one black edge Eley on the shoL Two pink edge or 
one thick brown felt on the powder would have produrad slightly 
better results, but I considered the black edge preferable because 
they are generally on hand and sportsmen want practical results 
rather than brilliant possibllltiet. I did uot crimp the paper

Thursday morning at six o’clock we were “X 

In a spring wagon, our lunch basket carefully stowed »*»y 
thL^eat■ our dogs (two pointers and a dropper) lying In the 
wagon W^werfsoon off at a rapid rate. A abort drive soul 
of two miles, took us to the line of the Indian territory, 
west about tour miles. We now deemed It P™^^ "“‘‘ry 

polDtera. Driving slowly over the prairie Jbrir cve^) 

movement, expecting eutb moment to see them come do 
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• coTey o( chickens. But our expectations were not to be thus 
realised. The doKS bunted their ground carefully tor one-half 
mile, without finding the least sign of a chicken. When we took 
one in the wagon and gave the dropper a chance, ho started oS 
ranging widely, until he disappeared behind a knoll; waiting a 
moment more and not seeing him, I stood up on the seat when I 
beheld him drawing cautiously on what I supposed to be a covey 
of young chickens (but which afterwards proved to be a mis¬ 
take). I Jumped out of the wagon, Inserted a couple of shells, 
loaded with No. 8s, In my Parker, and with two more In my band 
BO I could reload rapidly, I slowly advanced to where be was 
standing, when “whiter 1" went a quail, followed by about twenty 
others. They were fully two-tbirds grown. It was a strong 
temptation to shoot, but I restated. We moved on a few hundred 
yards further and were nearing a stubble. I will state here that 
a portion of the wheat In this vicinity is left standing In the field. 
It being so thin that It would no) yield enough to pay the farm¬ 
ers to cut it, and it affords one of the finest feeding grounds In 
the world for chickens. In the west end of this field the wheat 
was not cut, and we moved off In that direction with a pretty sure 
feeling that we would find a covey. I now noticed the pointer 
beginning to show signs of game, and to a mome t more he was 
standing staunchly; be was beautifully backed by tlie dropper, 
and it was a glorious sight to see them both work on the covey; 
the birds ran, I should say, two hundred yards, until the dogs 
were standing again. Three of us got out of the wagon and now 
the fun commenced. As we were within a few feet of the dogs, 
the chickens arose; six fell at the first fire and the rest of the 
covey kept stringing out; we managed to get In four shots on the 
last ones and succe^ed In scoring three more. My friend In the 
wagon had marked the covey down, which had only fiown a few 
hundred yards We drove up to a little tree, hitched, and went 
to work in good earnest. In a few minutes we had bagged eight 
more, and could have killed more bad we taken the trouble to 
hunt up the scattered birds; but old Sol was now beginning to 
(Krur his rays down on us most unmercifully, the dogs were get¬ 
ting very warm, and were It not for the little breeze we were 
having, I believe we would have melted. So we repaired to the 
wagon, and placing the dogs In, drove to a branch about one-half 
mile distant, which was shaded by a few plum trees, and while 
our dogs were cooling off, we drew our chickens, spread out the 
lunch, which we washed down with a couple buttles of beer. Our 
appetite gone, our cigars finished, our “dorgs” refreshed, we 
were soon In the wagon pushing fur another wheat stubble that I 
knew of, alwut twu miles distant. This Held contained about 
800 acres, and It being cut with a header afforded much better 
cover than the short stubble. We turned all the dugs loose 
when we were within 300 yards of the field, and as we neared 
the edge of it the dropper found a small covey. Five were soon 
disposed of, and fullowlug up the remainder, three mure were 
added to our bag. To unhitch tlie horses and tie them to the 
wheel was hut the work of a few moments. We then scattered 
over the Held, one of my friends and I taking the north side 
while the other boys took the south. Wc were to meet at a little 
grove of trees on the west side. My friend and 1 had pro¬ 
ceeded but a short distance when an old cock was flushed about 
fifty yards from us, and was bandsomely brought to bag by my 
friend who made a remarkable good shot with an old muzzle- 
loader. At the report of bis gun, almost simultaneously, I heard 
four shots In the distance, and uikui looking could sue the smoke 
clearing away from ray friends. They have found a covey I re¬ 
marked, and as 1 spoke, bang! bang! bang I their guns rang out. 
“This is too bad” replied my friend ‘’for them to get away with us 
in this manner. We must push unand try and find a covey.” Wc 
hunted for some time without any success; as we were crossing 
a dry branch a coyote jumped out of the weeds about fifty yanls 
from us. We sent the contents of four barrels after him, hut 
the No. 8 ’b only succeeded In making him howl. We met our 
friends at the appointed place and found they bad bagged seven 
chickens to our one. it was now getting late In the afternoon 
and we concluded to work our way back to the team. So after 
taking a drink of warm water from a little branch and giving 
the dogs a thorough wetting, cooling them the best we could, we 
started hack, though In a different direction from the wav we came. 
We trudged on, hoping we might find a covey before we reached 
the wagon. At last our hopes were realized. We observed the drop¬ 
per on a point. The old hen fiew up first, which I bagged, and 
I was Just imagining what fine sport we would have at the rest 
of the covey when five or six flew out of the grass that were no 
larger than a lark. Ttjese were followed by ten or twelve more. 
How aggravating! but all we could do was to leave them and let 
them grow five or six weeks lunger. My companion managed to 
bag an old cock before we reached the wagon. And on arriving 
there we found that our friends had nut returned yet. We felt 
In prime condition to tap a bottle of ‘‘Ann Ulzer,” which we 
did Instanter. Our fiiends returned presently and reported 
having seen no more birds. We were now eleven miles from 
home and the shades of evening had begun to fall. We packed 
our guns away, placed the dogs In the wagon, and were soon on 
our way home, arriving at the hotel at nine o'clock. We found 
a most excellent supper awaiting us. Our appetites being in 
that condition known to all sportsmen after a hard day's hunt, 
we fully appreciated it. After supper we counted our bag and 
found we bad killed twenty-seven chickens, which is considered 
a poor day’s bunt here. Last year in September, Mr. Ilastliiga 
and I bagged sixty-four in one day. 

To sportsmen contemplating a visit to this country, they will 
always find a sufHcient quantity of game In season. A two day’s 
ride will take them fifty miles In the Indian Territory, where the 
wild turkey and deer abound In great numbers. Our hotel ac¬ 
commodations hero are superb, terms very reasonable. The El- 
diidge House, one of the best. If not the best, hotel in Southern 
Kansas, is presided over by Messrs. Hafer itc McCullock, men who 
are kind, courteous, and obliging, and gentlemen In every sense 
of the word, who are. always ready to give the sportsman a hearty 
welcome.

Oithoiia to Ultl (iluuner. 

Sidney, Ohio. 

Editor Chicago Field; —I wish to give my opinion on a few 
subjects brought to mind by “Old Gunner,” In your Issue of Aug. 
3. Firstly, he dislikes the chilled shot, and makes a very extrav¬ 
agant remark In regard to how much more game can be killed 
with the soft. He does not say why be dislikes It, but I have 
beard it objected to on aceount of its being lighter, which is not 
a very serious objection, for there are but two pellets more In an 
ounce of the chilled shot No. 1 than of the soft, and but ten pel¬ 
lets more to the ounce of No. 8. I think the being harder pre¬ 
serves the spherical shape better In going through the barrel, 
which to my mind more than balances the objection of light 
weight. Then the shot are not flattened by striking the feathers 
of ducks and other heavily plumaged birds, nor by the skin of 
squirrels, as with the old soft shot. Every one who has shot 
squirrels with soft shot has noticed the shot fall out when skin¬ 
ning them, and they are flattened very much, so much as to pre¬ 
vent their going to a vital part of the squirrel. I have used 
Tatham’s chilled shot the present season ou squirrels, and must 
say that T have had reinarkuble success, seldom havlug to shoot 
the second time at a squirrel, while with the soft shot I seldom 


got a squirrel with less than two loads, and I feel confident the 
average was at least two shots to each squirrel. Then the ob¬ 
jection of Its higher price Is Inslgullicant, being but about one- 
quarter cent per pound at wholesale, ^me retail dealers are 
selling at fancy prices, but this will stop as soon as sportsmen 
learn there is so little difference at wholesale. I shall use the 
chilled shot hereafter in squirrel and duck shooting, and possibly 
In quail shooting. This Is experience, not theory. 

Secondly, “Old Gunner" proceeds to defame the DIttmar pow¬ 
der, and again I beg leave to differ with him. I have used the 
DIttmar powder, and found It perfectly satisfactory. The clean¬ 
liness and little smoke are Its greatest recommendations. It is 
very nice to use In the first barrel, for the smoke Is not sufficient 
to prevent a good view of the other birds, and a correct aim Is 
apt to be the result of the second barrel. I have failed to notice 
any irregularity In using several cans of it; and then his objec¬ 
tion to Its slowness is Indeed new to me, for I have always con¬ 
sidered it very quick. My only objection to the DIttmar powder 
is its high price, and if it was as cheap as black powder I would 
use it altogether. 

Thirdly, “Old Gunner” endeavors to make us believe that Dr. 
Carver is not deserving of his honors as an expert rifle shot. No 
one has said that Dr. Carver Is benefittlng the average sports¬ 
man : neither does he make such a claim. We praise and admire 
him just as we would any other man who would perform difficult 
feats whatever they may be. 

In regard to the other paragraphs of “Old Gunner’s” letter I 
agree with him to a great degree. I do not believe in carrying 
a lO-pound, 10 bore gun all day when a T^-pound, 13-bore 
will do nearly equal execution, and at least yield more pleasure, 
and that is supposed to be what we hunt for. For 
those who are after meat, the 10-bore i< probably 
what they want; but 1 must say that I ran not understand why 
a man who Is after pleasure should lug around a heavy 10-bore, 
when It surely detracts greatly from the pleasure by tiring him 
till he surely cannot enjoy the shooting. Kebouiiding locks arc 
another thing that I do not think arc worthy of the high opinion 
in which they are held. They undoubtedly cause many missfires, 
as also do the slanting plungers; but I know of but one gun In 
which the straight plungers arc used, and as the manufacturers 
ask about double what they are worth, 1 do not patronize tliem. 
Rebounding locks arc very nice prohalily where one has not time 
to half co<;k bis gun, owing to the game being so plentiful, but 
for my part I have never been so hard pushed that I had no time 
to bring my gun to half c<x:k, and I have occasionally fired so 
fast that my gun became uneomfortably warm. I use English 
guns, because all the American guns, with possibly one exception, 
and that the Daly gun, are entirely too high in price. The 
Americans can make as strong and close shooting guns as any 
Englishman, but they are not satisfied with as small profits as 
are our cousins across the pond. Then in my opinion, “others 
to the contrary notwithstanding,” the makers In this country can 
not equal the best workmen in England in that “indescribable 
something,’’ which I will call poise. Guns of the best English make 
will appear to be as light as another weighing a pound less. In 
speaking above of the high price of the American guns, I do not 
intend to convey the idea that I use the English guns because 1 
can get one for less money, but that an English gun which sells 
for $100 is worth as much as an American gun coating $150, 
with the above exception. 

“Old Gunner” can see in a lateissucof the Ciik'aoo Field my 
thoughts on the subject of land owners ordering sportsmen from 
their premises. Quails ar ' Indeed very plentiful In this part of 
Ohio, and the prospect for good shooting the coming season Is 
excellent. However, 1 believe a great many of our quails migrate 
to other, and perhaps mure congenial, cliinea 

I must say a word for the Dudlsv pocket loader, advertised in 
your paper, which I have tried and find excellent as a capper and 
cap expeller, as well as for crimping and loading the shells. I 
think every one who orders one of these little giants will be more 
than pleased with their acquisition. 

I will also add my mite to the many commendations of “Kit 
Klllbird’s “Dog I'aths to Success,” which I must say is the book 
for the amateur dog breaker. The reader will not find chaff to 
separate from the grain as he peruses this little handbook, but 
will find every word to the point. Oithona. 


Eiitiid Replies to Boone. 

Des Moines, Iowa. 

Editor Giiicaiio Field; —I Intended to reply to "Boone” 
some time ago, but the “torrid term’’ drove me from the Field. 

Thank him for his friendly chat and free expression of opinion. 
I t Ink he estimates the mallard shooting too high when he says 
that four-fifths of our duck shouting is at this noble bird. I 
would estimate it at less than one-half, but have no score liouks 
to show results. I guess at it. Does “Boone” know how it Isl 

'‘Ky. ’ wants to shoot ducks in the Spring in southern Indiana, 
liecause they do not come there in the Fall. My experience in hat 
state, on White river, has always shown lean bags. Once, for a 
wonder, I killed nineteen ducks In a day near Noblesvllle, but 
that was a scratch and a “fat bag ’ for even ten years ago. It 
seems that they have been outflanked by “Ky.” and his co-sboot- 
ers In that region, and he does not comprehend the c .use of the 
scarcity. In the Fall the ducks are fat and strung, and give him 
the “go by,” but in the Spring they are poor and weak, and a 
few stop from sheer exhaustion and hunger, yet he shoots these 
mWefoTM and calls It sport—lAin Kport, I presume. I would rather 
shoot a fat pigeon from the trap, for it is no more helpless; bet¬ 
ter for the table, and not driven to its destruction by the “vernal 
Impulse.’’ As to “Boone’s” humanitarian notion, I suppose that 
he has advanced above my standard. I will concede the place to 
him. We raise hogs, cattle and sheep, chickens, ducks and pig¬ 
eons for food, etc. Tlie pigeon is the only one of these that can 
afford us sport at the trap, hence its use for that purpose. I am 
too obtuse to see the fine humanitarian points in the manner of 
its death, when not wantonly tortured. In other words, I can 
not see the great sin in shooting a pigeon from tbetrap, while It 
Is right to cut Its bead off or wring its neck. In either case It 
Is captive, but in the former it has a faint chance fur life. 

Again, we take our setters and pointers Into the field, with 
their unerring noses, and trained skill - (almost to perfection) 
and with ofir breech-loaders shoot the quail And the grouse with 
as deadly slaughter as ever pigeons fell. They are not caged, it 
is true, but how are their chances forescape bettered! They 
rise at the very muzzles of our guns, not twenty-one yards dis¬ 
tant, and what Is the great moral difference in shooting the one 
ortheotberl One is Irnpjjed, the other puinted\ both are for 
sport and food. I cannot see wherein the difference lies except 
It be in the prizes, and for these I shall not argue. 

We must go hack of trap shooting to get at the root of this 
evil. If I should undertake to support the doctrine of prizes, I 
would quote from state, county, municipal and religious papers, 
and refer to the archives of all fairs where prizes have been 
awarded for the exhibition of skill or superiority of production. 

I am not much of a trap shooter, as'‘Schneider,” "Brompton,” 
“Draco,” and others of the Chicaoo Field, well know, but 
"Boone” has led me off in this direction, and my views have been 
giveu in a friendly manner. 


The “sober and non-shooting people’’ are just beginning to see 
that the “outcome and glory” of the true sportsman Is In the 
protection of game by judicious game laws; not In the trap, as 
“Boone” fears. The State of Wisconsin has already taken the 
Initial step, and passed a law for the protection of wood-ducks, 
mallards and teal, from January 1st to August 35lb in each year. 
Our own state has made a short close season for ducks, geese, 
brant and snipe. The extreme ultra anti game law, and game 
destroying views, referred to by “Boone,” in the bPife lUgUitr 
two years ago, are nut now the sentiment-i of that Influential 
paper, and I think the article referred to was a “stray.” Its 
local editor was a worthy member of the last legislature, and ad¬ 
vocated our present came law in its main features, and voted for 
It. In this course he was sustained by bis paper. 

I do not believe that all “good gunners” will or can be “a law 
unto themselves,” as “Boone” suggests. Some good gunners, 
and even “sober people” are not good or strong beyond the pro¬ 
visions of a statute with Its provisions ami penalties. “Boone’s” 
strength Is the exception—not the rule; and I am for a law unto 
the people as to when and how they shall use their Parker's, 
Scott’s, and Greener’s, and sorry that “Boone” Is not with me.

Suiiie Ntudles io the ^cleuce of Nhuoling.

Editor Chicaoo Field; —At the solicitation of a friend I 
attended an exhibition of skill with the rifle and shut gun, nut a 
hundred miles from where I write. The show had been quite 
largely advertised under the auspices of a gun club of some local 
reputation, and was quite well attended. The exhibition com¬ 
menced with glass ball shooting with a rifle. The balls were 
thrown from the band, under the direction of the shooter him¬ 
self, who broke some of them at a distance of ten paces or less. 
In the first round of about fifteen balls, four were missed; in the 
second, eight; lii the third, four, and tlie remainder averaged, 
say eleven hits in each round. When the thrower put a very lit¬ 
tle twist ou the ball the result was geuerallv a ndss, and when it 
occurred the marksman made some remarks upon the Injury to 
his reputation. After having tired himself and the audience by 
this work, the shiaiter gave another test of his skill with the rifle 
by firing at coins, malch-lioxes, canes and other miscellaneous ob¬ 
jects, with the same success. Thu coins were pitched up, pre- 
sentiug their fiat surfaces to the shooter, who hit them 
a notable case being a certain .Mexican dollar which only sue 
cumbed to the nnerrini/ uceurmp of aim after eight shots had 
been Urc<l at it at the distance of tun feel. A twisted cniic. 
showed the same obstinacy, for after being thrown up straight 
in the air it refused to be hit so many times that 1 was really 
sorry for the man at the gun. A stout knight of the trigger, who 
made himself quite conspicuous, threw a brick, the shooter in¬ 
tending to break it in two and shmit at the pieces as they fell. 
The stout party evidently had not the requisite mnscle for pro¬ 
jecting bricks far enough, constspiently the pieces reached the 
ground before the unerriuy could be brouglit U> bear upon 
them. A great feat was |H;rformed when the shooter was called 
upon b> “kill that swallow.” The bird in question was sailing 
along and continued to do so alter tliree shots had been fired at 
it. Several single shots were tried at the same kind of game 
with like success. A muscular young man then pultmi him witli 
balls, the intention being to break them before they touched him, 
but as the young man seemed to be more muscular than the 
shooter calculated on, the balls reached their mark much oftener 
than the hullels ilid. 8onie more balls were thrown up, the 
shooter to miss the first two shots and break with the third. The 
first part of this programme succeeded admirably, but the tweak 
ing part was a failure. The enthusiasm of tlic audience extended 
even to the guardians of the punl c |>eacc, who, knowing every¬ 
thing was safe when such a redoubtable shot was present, threw 
their locusts into the air for him to shoot at, when he succeeded 
in jicrforating one and slightly damaging the varnisli of another 
in four shuts. His hip shots were very fine and it might be sug- 
gested that our shooter should confine himself lu that style, ss 
they were the only ones in which he showed any remarkable 
proficiency, considering his undertaking. 

After having shut with a rifle until it was supiiosed that the 
audience bad seen enough (for our part, we had), he unstrapped 
his case of shot-guns and proeeded to load and fire with varying 
success at balls which the muscular young man threw with all 
his might into the dim dislance. His moderate success in this 
line may be accounted for liy the fact that the sun was sloping 
westward and may have bothered him. We had heard that balls 
would be broken with a shot-gun at a distance of seventy-five 
yards! Shade of Greener, where are thy choke-lioresi .Many 
balls were missed Inside of fifty yards, and at that distance they 
were “skinny breaks.” oidy a stray shot hitting them apparently. 

The show suecectled from this fact that the marksman performed 
the feats advertised. It was like the man who bet that with a 
certain gun he would put a number of pellets In a target, and 
shot nearly all day before he acconqilished it, when he ttmk the 
target to a sporting paper and showed it as a specimen of what 
-’s guns would do. iActual fact.) 

In the entire shooting at this exhibition It is probable that, 
counting all shuts at whatever object, not over thirty per cent, 
look effect. We have licen led to believe from the gush of the 
newspaper, (non-sporting generally, those devoted to sporting 
matters have been more tcm|>erate, as they knew ticlter what they 
wrote about,) that the shooting of this particular marksman was 
simply perfection, and that no one could ever ho|a; to accomplish 
anything like It. My own opinion is that it is not only possible but 
probable that It can be beaten, not perhaps now, but In the fu¬ 
ture. Like an invention of a simple article, people wonder they 
never thought of it before. Believing that, with but one excep¬ 
tion, this is the only falraccounl that has been given to the pub¬ 
lic of the doings of this wonderful shooter, 1 am,

referee was wrong, which decision Is correct, provided also that the 
eUlemeut is true, which it IS not. Tbe facta in the caae are simply 
these; The referee was both judge and referee of the match, having 
been agreed upon as such by all parties interested. B.'s eighth bird 
ruse from the trap out very strong. B. shut at it aud itfelL Tbe referee 
said "dead bird." A party to the match cballeoged ll for shot marks. 

Tbe bird was recovered and banded to tbe referee, who killed it and 
commenced picking it—tbe match al (he same time going on. lie pro¬ 
ceeded to pick the bird until its body wu4 picked. wbso a controversy 
about another bird arose. He then said, "I can't act as judge, referee, 
aud pick this bird at the same time." banding the bird to me saying, 
"Here, lake the bird and pick it. I have discovered 00 shot marks yet.'' 1 
hndohserved while he wa**picking it, a wound ou tbe under side, and at 
the last iolQf of the wing. When I took Ibe bird I removed the feathers 
from the wing and found a wound. Tbe skin was cut over the main 
sinew of Ihe wing and bruised from ibance to Ihe edge of the wing, 
say about half an inch in lungih. I look the bird to the referee and 
said, "IK-re is a wound which looks like a shot murk, but 1 would noi 
swear that it is one." The referee said, "It looks (ike a shot mark. 
Here comes Beresbelm; show it to him." Mr. Beresbelm without any 
hesitation pronounced it a shot mark. Thereupou the referee gave (he 
bird to I). as a dead bird. 

This was all that was said except that I remarked, "I saw that wound 
before you gave me (be liird " 

1 will remark further. tUa' Mr. Beresbeim and myself bad both been 
in tbe match, but having missed a bird, were not Interested in tbo re 
suit. 

Now, I want Lo bring some other facU to notice aud consideraHou. 
The lord was ou tbe wing and fell when the gun was fired, aud It was 
recovered. These three rauLs are presumptive evidence that the bird 
was srruck. The mark found upon the wing was further evidence lo 
strengthen the presumpUou that the bird was hit, and in view of these 
facts I ihl(tk the decision of the referee was correct. But supposing 
that wi!h these (acts before the referee, he was unwilling to decide that 
the bird was i<r was nul struck, for no man living could say positively 
that tbe wound was a shot mark nr (bat It was not, could tbe referee 
under such circumsiances have awarded another bird to the abooter?*
